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APPOINTMENT 


G. ALVIN LE PAGE, a native of Medicine Hat 
and a graduate of this University, has been 
named Director of the McEachern Cancer 
_ Research Laboratory. 

The appointment, effective July 1, 1972, 
was announced by the University’s Board of 
Governors. 

Dr. LePage is presently Chief of the 
Pharmacology Section in the Department of 
Developmental Therapeutics, and Professor 
of Pharmacology at the M. D. Anderson 
* Hospital and Tumor Institute at the 
University of Texas. He will succeed A. R. P. 
PATERSON, Professor of Biochemistry, 
who has resigned in order to devote all of his 
time to teaching and research. 

After receiving his Bachelor of Science 
and Master of Science degrees from this 
‘ University, Dr. LePage attended the University 
of Wisconsin and obtained his PhD in 
Biochemistry. He then spent one year as a 
professional assistant at the McArdle 
Memorial Laboratory for Cancer Research at 
the University of Wisconsin, and one year as a 
bacteriologist and biochemist with the Food 
and Drug Administration Laboratories in 
Ottawa. 

In 1945 Dr. LePage returned to the McArdle 
Memorial Laboratory as an instructor in 
oncology, the branch of medicine dealing 
with tumors. He remained there until 1958, 
doing cancer research and graduate teaching. 
He was appointed full professor in 1954. 

He became Program Director in oncology at 
- the Stanford University Research Institute in 
California in 1958 and was appointed 
Chairman of Stanford’s Department of 
Biochemical Oncology in 1961. 

Three years ago, Dr. LePage accepted his 
present position in Houston, Texas. There,

He is a member of a number of 
professional and scientific associations, 
including the American Chemical Society, the 
American Society of Biological Chemists, and 
the American Association for Cancer Research. 


GENERAL FACULTIES COUNCIL

The regular meeting of General Faculties 
Council was held Monday, April 24, 1972. 


LAW QUOTA APPROVED 


Council approved a recommendation by 
G. H. L. FRIDMAN, Dean of the Faculty of Law, 
that a quota be imposed upon enrolment in 
first year Law of the Law program. 

In deciding how many students should be 
admitted, it was agreed that “whereas there 
are special considerations for the year 1972-73 
arising from the operation of the combined 
program and the automatic entitlement of 
some students in that program to admission 
into this faculty, it is recommended that for 
that year, enrolment in first year Law be 
restricted to 180 and that thereafter the quota 
be determined in such a way as to yield a 
maximum enrolment of 500.” 

Council defeated a motion that the quota 
be determined according to the national 
student/staff ratio, which is 17/1. 


ENGINEERING PROPOSAL TABLED 


A proposal to limit the number of foreign 
students admitted to the Faculty of 
Engineering has been tabled, pending advice 
from the University Solicitors. 


COURSE NUMBERING SYSTEM 


Four recommendations regarding the course 
numbering system were approved by Council. 
They are as follows: 

“THAT there be no change in the current 
numbering system but that departments reuse 
numbers as soon as courses are deleted to 
overcome the current situation caused by the 
division of many courses at the same time. 

“THAT wherever possible one subject 
abbreviation be used for each department 
except where departures from this general rule 
have been approved by the appropriate 
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faculty council to take special situations into 
account, 

“THAT course abbreviations be 
established in the case of new subjects 
by the appropriate faculty council. 

“THAT interdisciplinary courses continue 
to be referred to as INT D but that they be 
listed among the courses for all participating 
departments as well as in a section titled 
‘Interdisciplinary Courses’.” 


REPORT ON HUMAN RESEARCH 


At the February 28 meeting of Council, 
members adopted the report of the Deans’ 
Council ad hoc Committee on Human 
Research. The report proposed the 
establishment of a General Policy Committee 
on Human Research, but no specific action was 
taken at the time. At Monday’s meeting, 
Council voted that the duties of the General 
Policy Committee be added to those of the 
ad hoc Committee on Research. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 


Approval was given to the Faculty of 
Physical Education’s request that all students 
entering the Bachelor of Physical Education 
program be required to undergo a physical 
examination. The requirement was formerly 
applied to all students entering the University 
but was abolished earlier this year.

CONSTRUCTION REPORT 


Eight major buildings are under construction, 


five of them scheduled for completion later 
this year, according to the April Progress 
Report of the Campus Development Office. 

Basic Medical Sciences is substantially 
complete, apart from the exterior of the 
building, which should be finished by May 31. 
The cost of the building is approximately six 
million dollars. 

The Humanities Centre, Arts II, is 68 
percent complete and five weeks behind its 
completion schedule for July this year. 
Installation of windows and precast is 
practically complete. 

Chemistry 2 is eleven weeks behind its 
revised schedule for completion December this 
year. The building is 41 percent finished and 
will cost almost 4.5 million dollars. 

Progress on the Mechanical Engineering 
Building has improved sufficiently that it may 
be finished in time for fall term. The project 
is 85 percent complete and originally was 
scheduled to be finished by the end of July 
this year. 


Warm weather has also improved progress on 


the Fine Arts Building, which is now 55 
percent complete. It is ten weeks behind its 
original completion schedule for September. 

Rutherford Library II was also to have 
been completed in September, but it is eight 
weeks behind schedule. It is 45 percent 
complete. 

Education II is 8 percent complete and on 
schedule. 


Students’ Union Housing is two and one-half 


weeks behind its revised completion schedule 
for next January. Work is progressing on the 
building from south to north, and apartments 
in the south end should be available for 
occupancy for fall term.
